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COUSIN  OF  GREAT  PRESIDENT 

"/ffhs?"  /,  /  f/6, 

Mrs.  Charlotte  S.  Hobart  Vawter, 
whose  funeral  services  were  held  in  the 
First  Baptist  church  this  afternoon,  was 
a  cousin  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  a  wom- 
an whose  life  story  has  interesting  con- 
nections with  Indian  and  pioneer  life. 
She  'uvea  in  Indianapolis  until  the  death 
of  her  sister  two  years  ago,  when  she 
went  to  Easton,  Md. 

A  recent  number  of  the  Easton  (Md.) 
Star  contains  some  interesting  facts  about 
Mrs.  Vawter's  life  and  pioneer  ancestry 
which  were  related  by  her  to  friends 
while  living  at  Easton.  To  Mrs.  Vawter 
is  given  the  credit  of  clearing  up  the  : 
doubt  which  was  once  cast  on  Lincoln's 
legitimacy.  This  she  accomplished  by 
dint  of  long  and  diligent  reseach  among 
the  records  of  Kentucky,  which  resulted 
in  producing  the  marriage  record  of  his 
parents. 

Grandmother  Captive  of  Indians. 

"Mrs.  Vawter's  mother  and  father," 
says  the  account  of  her  family  history, 
"were  John  Hobart  and  Naomi  Thomp- 
son. The  latter  parent  was  the  daughter 
of  Sarah  (Mitchell)  Thompson,  who  as  a 
mere  child  was  taken  by  her  family  from 
Virginia  to  Kentucky,  via  North  Carolina. 
This  was  in  1775,  one  year  before  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  was  signed. 
On  the  trail  over  which  Daniel  Boone  had 
preceded  them  was  a  low  place  almost  en- 
tirely surrounded  by  hills  called  Bloody 
Hollow.  Here  they  first  heard  the  war- 
whoop  of  the  Indians  and  were  attacked. 
The  mother  of  little  Sarah  Mitchell  was 
pulled  from  her  saddle  by  her  hair,  which 
caught  in  a  tree  limb  while  attempting 
to  escape  with  the  party.  She  was  scalped 
and  murdered  and  little  Sarah,  the  grand- 
mother of  Mrs.  Vawter,  was  made  cap- 
tive. The  child's  father  escaped  and  re- 
turned later  to  bury  the  mother  and 
search  for  Sarah.  While  crossing  the 
Church  river  he  was  drowned. 

"The  child  Sarah  was  taken  to  the 
Indians'  camp  and  put  in  the  custody  ot 
an  old  squaw,  who  treated  her  kindly. 
After  the  first  day's  tramp  the  Indians 
had  bear  meat  for  the  evening  meal  and 
Mrs.  Vawter's  grandmother  used  to  de- 
clare that  it  was  the  most  delicious  food 
she  ever  tasted.  The  Indians  cut  off  her 
skirts  to  her  knees  and  greased  the  bot- 
toms of  her  feet  and  with  them  she 
walked  all  the  way  north  to  Canada. 
When  the  Indian  men  would  get  drunk  at 
night  the  old  squaw  would  take  her  out 
in  the  forest,  wrap  her  in  a  blanket,  and 
put  her  down  by  a  log.  Although  when 
she  would  awaken  in  the  morning  the 
snow   would     be  sometimes     many  feet

comfortahle.  When  she  was  once  taken 
down  with  a  fever  the  old  squaw  threw 
her  into  the  St.  Lawrence  river  and  then 
swam  in  after  her,  doing  this  nine  morn- 
ings in  succession. 

Child  Sold  for  Whisky  and  Cow. 

"For  six  years  this  child  of  fortune  was 
cared  for  by  the  Indians.  Finally  she 
was  sold  to  a  Frenchman  for  a  barrel 
of  whisky  and  a  cow.  She  worked  very 
hard  for  this  master,  even  hauling  wood 
from  the  forest  to  the  house  for 
the  fires.  In  1783,  when  peace  was 
concluded  between  England  and  America, 
Sarah's  name  was  Included  in  the  list  of 
prisoners  taken  during  the  war  and  she 
was  exchanged.  The  list  was  published 
and  one  of  her  brothers  went  from  Ken- 
tucky to  the  St.  Lawrence  river,  where 
he  found  her  aboard  a  boat.  She  returned 
with  him  to  Kentucky,  where  she  was 
civpn  a.  hnmn  bv  her  uncle. 


This  uncle  had  received  into  his  home 
another  orphaned  niece-Nancy  Hanki 
the  cousin  of  Sarah  Mitchell.    T^ese  two

JMy-  ™me*?f  tf?e  children,  includ  e! 
the  daughter  Naomi,  removed  to  Indiana 
in  1820.  About  the  same  year  the  Hobart s 
pf  Massachusetts,  came  to  Indiana  and 
took  up  a  homestead  just  outside  of  the 
present  city  of  Indianapolis.    It    was  a 

V1l^in„1f0rfut  at  that  tlme  and  the  trails 
through  the  woods  were  marked  by 
blazed  trees.  Indians  were  camped  near- 
by and  frequently  came  to  the  homes  of 
the  settlers  asking  for  food,  sometimes 
terrifying  the  women,  but  really  doing  no 
harm  to  anybody. 

"John  Hobart  married  Naomi  Thomp- 
^?n-?„nd  2f  this  union  was  born,  October 
26.  1825.  Charlotte  Hobart,  the  oldest  of 
ten  children  and  the  widow  of  a  Mr.  Vaw- 

Proof  of  Lincoln  Marriage. 

"About  1SS0  Mrs.  Vawter  was  much  an- 
noyed by  numerous  reports  in  the  papers 
that  the  father  and  mother  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  had  never  been  legally' married, 
and  she  determined  to  discover  proof  of 
the  marriage.  She  went  with  her  husband 
to  Springfield,  Washington  county,  Ken- 
tucky, where  she  had  a  host  of  relatives 
and  friends.  She  and  her  uncle  searched 
the  records  of  the  county  and  found  the 
marriage  of  Thomas  Lincoln  and  Nancy 
Hanks  was  absolutely  legal.  The  estab- 
lishment of  this  historical  fact  was  re- 
ported in  the  leading  journals  of  the  land 
and  Mrs.  Vawter  is  prouder  of  erasing-  a 
blot  from  the  reputation  of  her  great 
cousin-President  than  of  any  other  ac- 
complishment of  her  life." 

Mention  has  already  been  made  of  Mrs 
Vawter's  many  years  in  educational  work 
in  Indianapolis  and  elsewhere.  Mrs 
Vawter  was  the  stepmother  of  Mrs' 
Ernest  P.  Bicknell,  of  Washington  D  C  - 
of  Frank  Vawter,  of  Benton  Harbor 
Mich  and  William  Vawter.  of  Chicago 
™he  ,ls  also  survived  by  a  sister,  Mrs! 
Marcia  W.  Daniels,  of  Danville,  Ind. 
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June  3rd,  1928.

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THE  SHIPLEY  SISTERS 

There  seems  to  have  been  a  consis- 
tent and  apparently  well-founded  tra- 
dition that  one  of  Abraham  Lincoln's 
grandmothers  was  a  Shipley.  Possibly 
this  tradition  would  have  been  taken 
more  seriously  if  it  had  not  been 
claimed  by  some  historians  that  both 
his  grandmother  Lincoln  and  grand- 
mother Hanks  were  members  of  this 
family.  One  biographer  concluded  that 
the  Shipley  genealogy  "so  far  as  it  re- 
lates to  Lincoln,  is  false  and  the  ori- 
ginal inventors  of  it  must  have  known 
that  it  was  false."  He  also  character- 
ized the  whole  Shipley  story  as 
"ready-to-wear  genealogy." 

With  the  Shipleys  out  of  the  way 
this  same  biographer  proceeded  to 
prove,  to  his  own  satisfaction  at  least, 
that  the  grandmother  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  on  his  maternal  side  was  Miss 
Lucy  Hanks,  a  daughter  of  Joseph 
Hanks,  and  that  her  illegitimate  child 
Nancy,  mother  of  Lincoln,  was  born 
near  Keyser,  West  Virginia.  A  tablet 
commemorating  this  event  was  dedi- 
cated on  May  6,  1933. 

The  Shipleys  are  not  so  easily  re- 
moved from  the  picture  as  might  be 
implied  by  the  erection  of  the  bronze 
tablet.  Recent  investigations  have 
done  much  towards  identifying  the 
five  daughters  of  Robert  Shipley.  It 
does  not  appear  that  there  was  a  Mary 
Shipley  who  married  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, the  grandfather  of  the  president, 
as  has  often  been  alleged;  but  that 
one  of  the  Shipley  sisters  married  a 
Hanks,  presumably  James  Hanks,  is 
now  well  established. 

There  has  always  been  a  consistent 
and  apparently  well-founded  rumor 
that  Lincoln's  mother  lived  in  North 
Carolina  before  arriving  in  Kentucky. 
Although  much  of  the  evidence  which 
has  been  built  up  around  this  tradition 
is  untenable,  it  now  appears  as  if 
Nancy  Hanks  as  a  girl  did  live  in  the 
Catawba  River  Country  as  a  small 
child,  and  then  came  with  her  widowed 
mother  and  her  mother's  relatives  to 
Kentucky  about  the  year  1790. 

The  Shipley  sisters  were  not  ficti- 
tious characters,  but  were  daughters 
of  Robert  Shipley  who  first  lived  in 
Virginia  and  then  migrated  to  North 
Carolina.  While  it  must  be  admitted 
that  some  claims  have  been  made  with 
reference  to  Shipley  history  that  can- 
not be  substantiated,  the  following  in- 
dependent testimonials,  gathered  from 
different  parts  of  the  country  and  sub- 
mitted by  descendants  of  these  Shipley 
sisters,  seem  to  verify  the  fact  that 
Lincoln's  maternal  grandmother  was 
Lucy  Shipley  Hanks  who  as  Widow 
Hanks  married  Henry  Sparrow. 


later  went  to  live  in  the  home  of  Rich- 
ard Berry,  Jr.,  whose  wife  was  "Polly" 
Ewing  Berry.  In  their  home  Nancy 
helped  with  the  care  of  the  children 
and  the  general  family  duties  and  was 
like  a  sister  to  their  daughter,  Eliza- 
beth Ewing  Berry  Elizabeth  was 

12  years  of  age  when  Nancy  was  mar- 
ried to  Thomas  Lincoln  and  she  re- 
members well  the  occasion  of  the  wed- 
ding. It  was  her  father,  Richard 
Berry  II,  who  with  Thomas  Lincoln 
signed  the  marriage  bond." 

A  granddaughter  of  Elizabeth  Ewing 
Berry  who  now  lives  in  California. 

"Captain  Robert  M.  Berry  was  born 
in  Montgomery  County,  Kentucky, 
on  April  13,  1818.  Two  years  later  his 
parents,  Richard  and  Polly  Ewing 
Berry,  moved  west.  His  father  was  a 
man  of  considerable  wealth  and  while 
a  resident  of  Kentucky  reared  Nancy 
Hanks,  the  mother  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, and  at  her  wedding  signed  the 
marriage  bond  of  her  husband."

"Richard  Berry,  Sr.,  married  a  Ship- 
ley (Rachel)  who  was  the  sister  of 
Nancy  Hanks,  Lincoln's  mother.  They 
took  little  Nancy  to  live  with  them 
when  she  was  left  an  orphan  but  she

"My  mother  was  a  Mitchell,  a  first 
cousin  of  President  Lincoln's  mother;

My  mother  was  cap- 
tured when  a  girl  in  1790  by  the  In- 
dians twenty-five  miles  beyond  Crab 
Orchard  at  a  place  called  Defeated

ried her  into  Crab  Orchard  Fort.  She 
died  next  day  . . .  My  mother  was  sur- 
rendered under  Wayne's  Treaty.  She 
went  to  live  with  her  cousin,  Richard 
Berry,  who  was  also  married  to  a 
Shipley  (Rachel  Shipley)  who  had 
moved  from  North  Carolina  to  Wash- 
ington County  some  time  before  our 
immediate  family  started  out." 

A  granddaughter  of  Naomi  Shipley 
Mitchell  who  lived  in  Indianapolis. 

"Our  father's  grandmother  was 
Sarah  Mitchell.  .  .  .  She  was  taken  a 
captive  at  the  age  of  five  years  and 
remained  with  the  Indians  until  she 
was  recovered  by  her  Uncle  Richard 
Berry.  My  second  name  is  Berry  in 
honor  of  that  man.  Sarah  Mitchell 
and  Nancy  Hanks  were  first  cousins, 
both  orphans,  and  were  reared  and 
educated  by  the  said  Uncle  Richard 
Berry.  These  two  girls  grew  up  to- 
gether, went  to  school  together,  and 
became  known  as  sister-cousins.  When 
Nancy  Hanks  was  married  Richard 
Berry  signed  the  marriage  bond,  and 
it  along  with  the  return  of  the  minister 
who  performed  the  marriage  ceremony 
can  now  be  seen  sealed  in  a  glass  case 
in  the  clerk's  office  at  Springfield.  At 
the  marriage  Sarah  Mitchell  was  the 
bridesmaid." 

Great-great-grandson  of  Naomi  Ship- 
ley Mitchell  living  in  Kentucky. 


Robert  Sloan — Margaret  Shipley 
"Abraham  Lincoln's  grandmother 
was  a  Shipley  and  married  a  Hanks. 
Her  daughter,  Nancy  Hanks,  went  to 
relatives  in  Kentucky  and  married  a 
Lincoln.  Abraham's  grandmother  and 
my  grandmother,  Margaret  Shipley, 
were  sisters.  Margaret  Shipley  Arm- 
strong once  sent  her  son  on  a  visit  to 

her  Kentucky  relations  Margaret 

Shipley,  my  great  grandmother,  first 
married  Robert  Sloan  who  was  killed 
or  died  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  She 
married  Matthew  Armstrong  shortly 
after  the  Revolution."

"Robert  Mitchell  together  with  Mar- 
garet Shipley  Sloan  Armstrong  and 
another  were  the  administrators  of 
the  estate  of  Robert  Sloan,  my  great- 
great-grandfather.  You  see  he  was 
grandma  Margaret's  brother-in-law." 

A  great-great-granddaughter  of  Mar- 
garet Shipley  living  in  North  Carolina. 


David  McCord — Ann  Shipley 
"I  used  to  hear  my  grandmother  say 
that  she  was  a  cousin  (2nd  cousin,  I 
think)  to  Nancy  Hanks  or  the  presi- 
dent, but  think  it  was  cousin  to  Nancy 
Hanks  but  don't  remember  just  how 
the  relationship  was.  My  grandmother 
was  Jane  Caldwell  McCord  (married 
Archibald  Simpson)  and  I  find  her 
grandfather  was  David  McCord  (b. 
between  1734  and  1744,  d.  1806  or 
1816)  whose  wife  was  Ann  Shipley 
(about  1740-1828).  Their  eldest  son 
was  born  Oct.  5,  1766." 


"I  find  that  Daniel  McCord  who  set- 
tled and  bought  1500  acres  of  land 
near  Boone's  Fort,  Kentucky,  in  1790, 
came  there  with  his  wife  and  children 
from  North  Carolina.  His  wife's  name 
was  Ann  Shipley  whom  he  married  in 
Virginia  or  North  Carolina.  Their  trip 
to  Kentucky  was  quite  eventful,  with 
Indian  attacks,  a  cousin  stolen  by  the 
Indians,  etc." 

A  descendant  of  the  McCord-Shipley 
family  living  in  Minnesota.

Meetings  of  the  National  Poetry  Council  will  be  held  every  Satur- 
day morning  from  10  o'clock  to  noon  in  the  Historic  Arts  Galleries  of  the  Barbizon-Plaza  to  consider 
and  designate  the  subjects  to  be  discussed  during  the  succeeding  sessions. 

Non-delegates — men  and  women  interested  in  the  objects  of  the  Congress — are  admitted  to  the 
sessions  as  "Guest  Members".  Students  are  admitted  as  Student  Members.

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LINCOLN'S  SHIPLEY  ANCESTRY 


The  Shipley  Family  seems  to  hold 
the  key  to  the  mystery  surrounding 
the  identity  of  at  least  one  and  pos- 
sibly both  of  Lincoln's  grandmothers. 
That  there  was  some  direct  connection 
between  the  Shipley's  and  Lincoln's  is 
evident  from  available  documents. 
Mary  Shipley  and  Lucy  Shipley  have 
been  named  as  the  paternal  and 
maternal  grandmothers  respectively 
of  Abraham  Lincoln.  Mary  is  said  to 
have  been  the  wife  of  the  pioneer, 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  Lucy,  the  wife 
of  James  Hanks. 

Mary  Shipley 
Honorable  John  L.  Nail,  born  in 
1830,  a  member  of  the  Kentucky  Leg- 
islature, wrote  in  1895:  "My  grand- 
mother was  a  daughter  of  Mary  Ship- 
ley Lincoln  and  a  sister  to  Thomas 
Lincoln,  the  father  of  the  president." 
Records  discovered  in  recent  years, 
however,  prove  conclusively  that  the 
widow  of  the  pioneer  Abraham  Lin- 
coln was  named  Bersheba  and  not 
Mary.  Bersheba's  surname  has  not 
been  definitely  affirmed  and  while  tra- 
dition says  it  was  Herring  it  may  have 
been  Shipley.  Thomas,  father  of  the 
president,  very  likely  was  the  son  of 
an  earlier  marriage  of  the  pioneer 
Lincoln.  This  might  be  responsible  for 
the  Mary  Shipley  contact. 

It  is  impossible  to  explain  Mr.  Nail's 
confusion,  yet  it  does  not  seem  likely 
that  he  could  have  been  correct  in  call- 
ing president  Lincoln's  paternal  grand- 
mother a  Shipley.  However,  Daniel 
Boone,  close  friend  and  relative  of  the 
pioneer  Abraham  Lincoln  did  visit  the 
Shipley  community  in  Virgiina  before 
1770,  and  there  is  a  possibility  that 
Lincoln  was  with  him. 

Lucy  Shipley. 
As  early  as  1873,  Mrs.  Charlotte 
Hobart  Vawter,  an  educated  and  cul- 
tured woman,  wrote  about  the  mater- 
nal ancestry  of  Lincoln.  She  claimed 
that  her  grandmother,  Sarah  Shipley 
Mitchell,  was  an  own  cousin  of  Nancy 
Hanks,  Lincoln's  mother,  and  that 
both  girls  were  brought  up  in  the  home 
of  their  aunt,  Rachel  Shipley  Berry. 
She  always  insisted  that  this  Rachel 
Shipley  Berry,  Lucy  Shipley  Hanks 
and  her  own  grandmother,  Naomi 
Shipley  Mitchell  were  sisters,  the 
daughters  of  Robert  and  Sarah  Ship- 
ley.  Two  other  sisters,  Ann  Shipley 


Sloan  and  Margaret  Shipley  McCord 

have  been  discovered  who  were,  with- 
out any  doubt,  the  daughters  of  Robert 
and  Sarah  Shipley. 

It  is  evident  that  in  all  three  states, 
Maryland,  Virginia  and  North  Caro- 
lina, where  Robert  Shipley  lived,  there 
has  been  one  or  more  Hanks  families 
in  the  immediate  communities.  When 
the  migrations  from  North  Carolina 
to  Kentucky  took  place,  Naomi  Ship- 
ley Mitchell  was  massacred  by  the  In- 
dians and  her  daughter,  Sarah  made 
captive.  Robert  Mitchell,  husband  of 
Naomi,  signed  a  certificate  which 
affirmed  that  Lucy  Hanks  was  above 
the  age  of  twenty-one  at  the  time  of 
her  contemplated  marriage  to  Henry 
Sparrow.  Descendants  of  Henry  Spar- 
row claim  Lucy  was  a  widow  at  the 
time  of  the  marriage  and  there  is  one 
bit  of  evidence  on  the  marriage  papers 
which  seems  to  affirm  this.  It  is  well 
known  that  Richard  Berry,  son  of 
Rachel  Shipley  Berry  signed  the  mar- 
riage bond  of  Thomas  Lincoln  and 
Nancy  Hanks,  as  the  guardian  of 
Nancy. 

An  attempt  to  discredit  entirely  the 
work  of  Mrs.  Caroline  Hanks  Hitch- 
cock, who  first  called  attention  to  the 
Lincoln-Shipley  connections  has  caused 
some  students  of  Lincoln  to  believe 
there  was  no  such  family  as  the  Ship- 
leys  connected  with  the  Lincoln  story. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  bulletin  to 
give  some  references  which  refer  to 
Robert  Shipley,  born  in  1713,  who  was 
in  the  opinion  of  the  editor  of  Lincoln 
Lore,  the  maternal  grandfather  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.

CARTOGRAPHER'S  NOTES 


The  map  of  St.  Mary's  County,  prepared  by  Mr.  J.  Spence  Howard, 
and  here  reproduced  for  the  first  time,  shows  sites  of  historic  interest 
connected  with  the  founding  of  Maryland.  Besides  the  brief  notations 
appended  to  the  map,  the  cartographer  supplies  the  following  com- 
ments: 

Mulberry  Fields  was  built  by  Captain  William  Somerville,  who  at  one 
time  owned  Sotterly,  Maryland,  and  Stratford,  Virginia.  Porto  Bello  is 
linked  with  Mt.  Vernon  in  both  history  and  tradition.  St.  Inigoes  Manor 
adjoins  Cross  Manor,  which  was  Captain  Cornwallis'  residence  in  1650, 
and  is  now  the  oldest  house  in  Maryland.  Calvert's  Rest,  built  about 
1665,  was  the  home  of  William  Calvert,  the  only  son  of  the  first  Gover- 
nor. Along  the  Three  Notch  Road  and  the  Patuxent  River  are  found 
De  la  Brooke,  the  home  of  Anne  Calvert,  only  daughter,  who  married 
Baker  Brooke;  Sotterly,  the  home  of  Governor  Paca  and  the  Briscoe 
family;  Cremona,  at  Trent  Hall;  Mattapany,  the  home  of  the  "widow 
Sewall",  who  married  Charles,  third  Lord  Baltimore;  also  Susquehanna, 
the  home  of  Christopher  Rousby  and  the  Carrolls. 

Within  the  bounds  of  St.  Mary's  County  there  are  at  least  one  hundred 
houses  dating  back  two  hundred  years  or  more.  The  majority  of  these 
old  houses  were  built  on  estates  beside  the  ample  water  courses  so  dis- 
tinctive of  Southern  Maryland.  Since  modern  travel  has  shifted  from 
ships  to  automobiles,  markers  set  along  the  roadside  will  indicate  the 
location  of  points  of  interest  in  relationship  to  the  State  highways.  For 
the  convenience  of  visitors,  arrangements  have  been  made  to  widen 
the  roads,  prepare  new  approaches,  and  adorn  those  portions  of  the 
highway  that  pass  through  the  site  of  the  first  capital  of  the  Province.

The  policy  is  not  required  in  order  to  effect  a  change  of  this  nature.    Duplicate  of 
Form  143?  properly  executed  by  the  Home  Office  will  be  sent  to  the  insured  with  a 
letter  (Form  1437-L)  instructing  him  to  attach  the  form  to  his  policy.    This  form 
and  letter  will  be  sent  through  the  3 ranch  Office  and  should  be  renailed  to  the 
insured  after  properly  posting  all  records  of  the  change. 

HO  JOINT  BUS DIESS^Qjala-  one  soliciting  agent  should  sign  a  Salary  Savings  application 
as  7fe  will  not  permit  joint  business  because  of  the  excessive  cost  of  the  commission 
accounting  on  small  itens. 

GOVEaMMMT  ALLOTMENT  -  Salary  Savings,  as  it  applies  to  policies  on  the  lives  of 
men  in  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Air  Corps  and  Coast  Guard,  is  called  Government 
Allotment.    It  is  not  necessary  to  secure  a  franchise  letter,  as  a  blanket  agreement 
has  been  executed  by  the  Government.

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ADAM    (305)/    ROBERT    (295)/   AND  ROBERT  JR.    (142)  SHIPLEY 


Adam  Shipley  settled  in  Anne  Arundel  County/  Maryland/  February  1668. 
This  is  documented  by  a  claim  made  and  recorded  in  1670  by  John  Pawson/ 
a  merchant  of  the  city  of  Yorke/  England.  "Came  John  Pawson  of  the 
County  of  Anne  Arundell  of  Maryland  proved  right  to  five  hundred  acres 
of  land  for  transporting  Christopher  Shawn/  John  Browne/  Adam  Shipleigh 
(Shipley)/  John  Fish/  Thomas  Mason/  William  Barton/  Richard  Flint/ 
Richard  Patterson/  Thomas  Wood/  and  John  Dixon  in  February  1668. 

The  next  record  reads:       "Before  Charles  Calvert/     came  Adam  Shipley  of 

A. A.  Co.  Md./  and  proved  his  right  to  Eoden  du  fifty  (50)  acres  for  his 

time    of    service  performed  in  the  Province.      Warrant  then  granted  to 

Adam  Shipley  for  fifty  acres  of  land  due  him  as  above.  Certificate  re- 
turned Jan.  10/  1675." 

By  1687  Adam  Shipley  had  acquired  nearly  1000  acres  of  land.  The 
following  additional  transactions  are  recorded: 

April  5/  1679/  one  hundred  acres  called  HOWARD'S  AND  PORTER'S 
RANGE/  on  the  south  side  of  the  Severn  River. 

March  30/  1681/  two  hundred  acres  on  the  south  side  of  the  Severn 
River  called  SHIPLEY'S  CHOICE. 

March  1687/  five  hundred  acres  known  as  ADAM  THE  FIRST/  on  Elk 
Ridge. 

Adam  Shipley's  wife  was  named  Lois  but  there  is  no  definite  proof  as  to 
her  family  name.  It  is  believed  that  she  was  Lois  Howard/  whose 
family  lived  on  Howard's  and  Porter's  Range  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Severn  River/  which  was  transferred  to  Adam  Shipley  in  1679.  Lois  was 
born  about  1655  and  died  1725.  To  Adam  and  Lois  Shipley  were  born  six 
children/  whose  names  are  verified  by  legal  documents.  There  is  a  tra- 
dition that  there  were  other  children/  but  all  evidence  of  this  is 
lacking.  Adam  died  before  1698.  He  left  six  children  under  legal  age 
and  his  eldest  son  Richard  was  heir  at  law  by  the  English  custom  of 
primogeniture . 

After  the  death  of  their  father/  the  children  of  Adam  (Richard/  Adam/ 
Robert/  Peter/  Keturah/  and  Lois)  received  shares  of  his  land.  They 
moved  to  Queen  Caroline  Parish  in  what  is  now  Howard  County/  Maryland/ 
where  their  names  and  those  of  their  families  are  to  be  found  on  the 
Christ  Church  Register. 

According  to  records  of  St.  Anne's  Church/  Annapolis/  Maryland/  Robert 
Shipley  was  born  about  1678.  He  married  Elizabeth  Stevens  daughter  of 
Charles  Stevens  of  Dorchester  County  about  1710.  With  his  brothers/  he 
moved  into  northern  Anne  Arundel  County  (now  Howard  County)  and  birth 
or  baptismal  dates  of  his  children  are  found  in  the  records  of  Queen 
Caroline  Parish  where  he  was  one  of  the  first  vestrymen/  serving  from 
1728  through  1731.     He  was  a  pew  holder  in  1736. 
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Robert  Shipley  received  Aug.  9,  1698/  100  acres  of  Adam  the  First  from 
his  brother  Richard  Shipley/  and  in  1724  patented  250  acres/  Shipley's 
Discovery/  on  the  Great  Falls  of  the  Patapsco  River/  which  he  used  as  a 
dwelling  plantation.  He  willed  this  land  (Dated  Dec.  6/1761;  probated 
Mar.  9/  1763)  to  his  grandson  Robert  son  of  William  together  with  240 
acres/  part  of  a  tract  called  Shipley 1  Search  which  he  patented  1730/ 
and  part  of  Last  Shift  patented  in  1758.  He  willed  to  his  son  William 
190  acres/  part  of  Last  Shift/  to  be  laid  out  adjoining  a  100  acre 
tract/  What's  Left/  deeded  to  William  in  1747.  In  his  will  he  stated 
that  his  older  children  had  been  provided  for.  In  1733-1742/  1744  and 
1750  he  made  conveyances  of  small  pieces/  some  of  which  may  have  been 
part  of  Adam  the  First.  In  1745/  he  and  his  wife  conveyed  to  William 
Shipley/  Jr.  Robert's  Delight/  a  part  of  Adam  the  First.  In  1747/  he 
deeded  Shipley's  Enlargement  to  his  son  George  Shipley. 

Robert  Shipley  died  about  February  1763/  leaving  his  sons  George  and 
William  as  Executors.  Presumably/  his  wife  had  died  previously  as  her 
name  is  not  mentioned  in  the  will/  which  was  witnessed  by  Vachel 
Dorsey/  John  Whips/  and  Thomas  Sellman.  (Will  Book  31/  Folio  900/  Anne 
Arundel  County/  Maryland). 

Children    of  Robert  and  Elizabeth  Stevens  Shipley  as  recorded  in  Queen 
Caroline  Parish  were:       Charles/     Robert  Jr./  Ruth/  Keturah/  Elizabeth/ 
Sarah/  Lowis/  George/  and  William. 

Robert  Shipley/  Jr.  was  baptized  Oct.  19/  1713  with  the  record  of  his 
birth  at  Christ  Church/  Queen  Caroline  Parish/  Howard  Co./  Maryland. 
In  1745  he  took  patent  on  240  acres  in  Baltimore  County  called 
Shipley's  Search.  He  disposed  of  this  and  went  to  Lunenberg  County/ 
Virginia  (later  Bedford  County)  where  he  is  on  the  military  list  for 
1750.  In  1757  he  was  named  defendant  in  a  law  suit  in  Bedford  County 
and  in  1771  moved  to  Mecklenburg  County  North  Carolina.  He  married  be- 
fore 1737/  Sarah  Dorsey  in  Maryland.

from  Falling  River  near  mouth  to  the  county  line   (Book  3/  P590) . 

24  April  1771/  Robert  Shipley's  deposition  to  be  taken  (Book  3/  P732) . 

In  Lunenberg/  County  Robert  Shipley  is  listed  as  having  one  tithe  in 
1749  and  1750  and  Robert  Shiply  and  Robert  Shiply/  Jr.  as  having  two 
tithes  in  1752.  These  were  in  the  census  tract  of  Caldwell/  the  same 
who  listed  Richard  Berry.  (Bell/  Landon  C.  Sunlight  on  the  Southside: 
List  of  Tithes  fo£  Lunenberg  County,  ya  174g-1783t  Baltimore:  GPC/ 
1974)  . 

In  Mecklenburg  County/  North  Carolina  David  and  Anne  McCord  deeded  185 
acres  in  the  same  county  to  Robert  Shipley  (Book  6/  P117).  On  5  May 
1783/  George  Shipley  married  Elizabeth  McCord;  on  30  September  1790/ 
Robert  Shiply  married  Mary  McCracken.  (Holcomb/  Brent.  Marriages  of 
Mecklenburg  County/  North  Carolina  -  1763-1868.  Baltimore:  GPC/  1981/ 
p. 176.)  In  Rutherford  County/  North  Carolina  on  28  July  1779/ 
Alexander  Coulter  deeded  to  Robert  Shipley  of  the  same  county  for  400 
pounds  300  acres  on  Cleghorns  Creek/  formerly  Sheppards  Creek/  James 
Byars  pattentee.  (Holcomb/  Brent.  Deed  Abstracts  of  Tryon/  Lincoln  £. 
Rutherford  Counties  North  Carolina.  Easley/  SC:  Southern  Historical 
Press/  1977.  pl46.) 

In  the  court  records  of  Mercer  County/  Kentucky/  28  February  1792/ 
George  Shipley  and  Daniel  Mitchell  were  granted  administration  of  the 
estate  of  Robert  Mitchell.  On  23  October  1792  Robert  Shipley  was 
exempted  from  further  payment  of  county  levies  and  taxes  due  to  age  and 
infirmity.  On  28  July  1800/  administration  of  the  estate  of  Edward 
Shipley/  deceased  was  granted  to  David  Knox.  (Cook/  Michael  L.  Mercer 
County/  Kentucky  Records  Vol .  1 .  Evansville/  Indiana:  Cook 
Publications/   1987.  pp.  293/  330/  550.) 
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George  Shipley  was  a  witness  in  a  suit  brought  by  James  Brumfield  in 
1791/  probably  in  Washington  County.  (Xhe.  Lincoln  Kinsman.  Number  41, 
Novermber,  1941,  p.  3.)

Owensboro,     KY:       Cook  and 
McDowell,     1980.      This     is    a  compilation  of  newspaper  columns  and  he 
often    let  his  imagination  expand  on  the  facts  so  the    conclusions  are 
not  always  well  documented. 

In  TJae.  Shipleys  pJL  Maryland  1968  Rachel  Shipley  Berry  is  said  to  have 
been  born  1745  and  died  1799.  Her  death  was  actually  in  the  fall  of 
1804  and  there  is  no  documentation  of  her  birthdate.  Her  date  of  mar- 
riage to  Richard  Berry  is  not  known  and  can  be  estimated  only  after 
assuming  she  was  the  only  or  the  second  wife  of  Richard  Berry.     His  son 
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John  is  in  Lincoln  County/  KY  records  in  1781  and  must  have  been  born 
by  1760.  His  daughter  Joanna  must  have  married  James  Brumfield  by  1775 
for  their  son  Robert  is  on  the  tax  list  in  1796  and  would  have  been 
born  not  later  than  1775.  Joanna  would  have  been  born  before  1760. 
Rachel  Berry f  presumably  the  daughter  of  Richard  and  Rachel/  marries  in 
1782  and  must  have  been  born  by  1766.  If  John  and  Joanna  are  also  the 
children  of  this  marriage/  it  would  have  been  by  1758;  if  they  are  by  a 
prior  marriage/  Richard  and  Rachel  could  have  married  in  the  1760-66 
period/  compatible  with  her  given  birthdate  of  1745.  Rachel  Shipley 
Berry  is  a  central  figure  in  both  Lucy's  and  Naomi's  children  for  Nancy 
Hanks  and  Sarah  Shipley  Mitchell  spent  much  of  their  early  life  in 
Beechland/  the  Berry  home.  After  Rachel's  death  in  1804/  her  son 
Francis  took  Nancy  into  his  home. 

Anne  Shipley  married  David  McCord/  probably  in  Bedford  County  and  then 
moved  to  Mecklenburg/  County/  NC  joining  his  brothers.  This  is  the 
only  known  link  in  the  Hill-McCord  genealogy/  with  David  probably  a 
first  cousin  of  William  McCord  of  my  mother's  line. 

Naomi  Shipley  married  Robert  Mitchell  and  on  their  moving  to  Kentucky 
she  was  killed  by  Indians  at  Crab  Orchard  in  1790.  Robert  died  in  his 
pursuit  of  his  daughter/  Sarah  Shipley  Mitchell/  who  had  been  captured 
by  the  Indians.  Sarah  was  returned  in  1795  and  lived  with  the  Richard 
Berrys.     Robert's  and  Naomi's  son  Daniel  married  Jane  Berry. 

Lucy  Shipley  had  a  child  Nancy  on  5  February  1784  by  James  Hanks;  it  is 
disputed  as  to  whether  they  were  married  or  not.  Subsequently/  she 
married  Henry  Sparrow  on  3  April  1791  by  whom  she  had  six  children. 

There  are  many  unlinked  Shipley  data.  Robert  Jr.  should  be  pursued  in 
the  Mecklenburg  County  records.  Is  he  the  aged  and  infirm  Robert  of 
the  1792  Mercer  County  Records?  He  would  have  been  79  at  that  time. 
Robert  III  apparently  has  married  a  Rachel  in  Bedford  County/  and  he 
may  well  be  the  Robert  who  purchases  land  in  Rutherford  County/  NC  in 
1779  after  selling  his  land  in  Virginia  in  1778.  Who  is  the  Elizabeth 
Shipley  who  witnesses  a  will  in  Bedford  County  in  1758?  She  is 
probably  a  daughter  of  Robert  Jr./  but  is  not  listed  in  the  genealo- 
gies. Is  the  George  Shipley  who  marries  in  1782  a  son  or  grandson 
through  Edward  or  Robert  Jr./  or  is  his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  McCord  a 
second  marriage?  The  Robert  Shiply  who  marries  in  1790  would  probably 
be  a  grandson  through  one  of  these.  I  have  not  examined  the  Campbell 
County/  Virginia  records  and  these  apparently  do  have  references  to 
Robert  III  at  least.
